On arrival at, or departure from a port in Australia, whether from or for an 
erseas country or from or for another port in Australia, the master or agent must ‘ enter ’ the vessel 
th the Customs authorities at the port, and supply certain prescribed information in regard to the 
ip and its cargo. At the end of each month the Department of Customs and Excise sends to the 
ymmonwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics a return of information so obtained. Tables 1-10 
ye been prepared from tabulations compiled from these returns. 


The information in Tables 11-14 has been obtained from data supplied by the Fremantle Port 
thority; the Albany Port Authority; the Bunbury Port Authority; the Harbour and Light 
epartment; and by private operators in respect of the ports (or landing points) at Barrow Island, 
ipe Cuvier, Dampier, Exmouth, Useless Loop and Yampi. 


Statistics of cargo handled obtained from these two sources are not strictly comparable for the 
ason stated under Tonnage of cargo below. 


assification of vessels. In Tables 1-4, 7 and 8 vessels are classified to three groups: liner services; 
amps and bulkships; and tankers. 
A liner service specifically relates to a vessel which, on the voyage on which cargo is loaded or 


scharged at a Western Australian port, is operated by a common carrier in providing services on a 
ecified route on a relatively regular basis. Liner services include both passenger and cargo liners. 


. ie term tramps refers to freight-vessels not operating on a regular route.

“1d 10. Each country is classified to a geographic trade area in accordance with the Classification 


"Geographic Trade Areas for Shipping Statistics used by the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. 


The countries shown are not necessarily the countries of origin or ultimate destination of cargo 
‘cause previous or subsequent overseas transhipments are not taken into account. The statistics 


. ‘cargo classified according to the country in which it was loaded or discharged cannot therefore be 


mmpared directly with statistics of overseas trade classified by country of origin or destination. In 
ustralian import statistics, Country of Origin refers to the country in which the goods imported were 
troduced. In Australian export statistics, Country of Destination refers to the country of final 
estination of goods at the time of export and not to any country in which they may be transhipped 
iroute. For example, where the United Kingdom is the country of final destination but the goods 


' ported are transhipped at a Netherlands port, export statistics would show them as exports to the 


Inited Kingdom whereas in shipping cargo statistics they would be shown as cargo loaded for 


_ Scharge in the Netherlands. 


Cargo loaded for ‘ optional ports ’ (i.e. consignments of cargo for discharge at one of a specified 
inge of ports, the particular port being nominated by the shipper during the voyage) is classified to 
‘e country in which the ports are situated when they are all within one country. If the range of 
yt options extends beyond one country, the cargo is allocated to the category * optional ports’ 
ithin the relevant geographic trade area. 


In the case of a vessel without cargo (i.e. ‘ in ballast ’) sailing to or from Australia (or between 
ustralian ports) the country or port referred to is that in which the voyage commenced or termin- 
ed. 


onnage of vessels. The gross tonnage and net tonnage of a vessel are measures of its carrying capa- 
fy, one ton being equal to 100 cubic feet. The gross tonnage, as used in Tables 12-14, represents 
le total volume of a vessel’s enclosed space. The net tonnage, as used in Tables 1-6, represents 
(€ volume of enclosed space that can be used for cargo and passengers. 


onnage of cargo. Most cargoes are recorded in terms of the ton weight of 2,240 lb, but some cargo, 
sisting mainly of bulky commodities, is recorded on the basis of the ton measurement, a unit 
juivalent to 40 cubic feet of space. Statistics are compiled accordingly in terms of * tons weight ’ or 
‘ons measurement ’. 


The tonnages recorded in the two categories have been aggregated in Tables 11-14 in order to 
‘ovide a ready comparison of the volume of cargo handled at the several ports or in different 
xtiods. In Tables 7-10 details of cargo handled are presented separately on the basis of * tons 
eight ’ and ‘ tons measurement ’. 


The tonnages appearing in Tables 7-10, which are actual tonnages as recorded on ships’ mani- 
‘sts, cannot be reconciled with those shown in Tables 11-14 because a port authority, for the purpose 
f calculating cargo handling charges, may classify items of cargo, as between * tons weight ’ and 
tons measurement ’, in a manner different from that shown on the ship’s manifest.

‘Police and of local government authorities. The Commissioner is responsible for the licensing 
= vehicles in the Metropolitan Traffic Area and in each of those local government areas whose 
juncil has relinquished traffic control to the Commissioner of Police. At 30 June 1971, the vehicle 
jnsing power of seven of the 118 local government authorities, wholly or partly outside the Metro- 
jlitan Traffic Area, had been transferred to the Commissioner of Police. At the same date the 
istropolitan Traffic Area comprised the Cities of Perth, Fremantle, Melville, Nedlands, South 
irth, Stirling and Subiaco; the Towns of Canning, Claremont, Cockburn, Cottesloe, East Fremantle 
d Mosman Park; the Shires of Armadale-Kelmscott, Bassendean, Bayswater, Belmont, Gosnells, 
vinana, Peppermint Grove, Rockingham and Serpentine-Jarrahdale; and part of the Shires of 
undaring and Swan. 


The sources of the statistics on motor vehicle registrations are the records of the Police Depart- 
mt and of the individual local authorities. Comprehensive information on the characteristics of 
tor vehicles on register is obtained at periodic censuses of motor vehicles. The last Census for 
lich final details are available was taken at 31 December 1962. Data relating to motor vehicles 

register for years subsequent to a Census are based on records of that Census.

otor Drivers’ and Riders’ Licences 


The Commissioner of Police has the authority under the Traffic Act to issue drivers’ and riders” 
ences throughout the State. 


Persons who have not previously held a licence under the Act are issued with a probationary 
vce, the period of probation being three years. At the end of this period the probationary licence 
comes an ordinary licence. In the tables in this section licences are counted once only, i.e. a 
dbationary licence which is converted to an ordinary licence is shown only as the issue of a pro- 
tionary licence. 


Persons who have previously held a licence in a place outside the State are issued with an 
dinary licence provided that the previous licence had been held for a period of three years. 


The Traffic Act provides that the Commissioner of Police may suspend or cancel a driver’s 
ence under certain conditions, one of them being the number or nature of the convictions under 
> Act or its Regulations. The Act also specifies that where a court suspends the operation of a 

ance issued on probation or where the holder of a probationary licence is convicted of certain 
fences then the probationary licence is cancelled.
